THE LAW is TRULY A NOBLE PROFESSION 

The legal profession has contributed 
much to the enlightened American way 
of life as it exists today, of which social, 
government and industrial affairs are key 
facets. 

Before the turn of the century a law- 
yer’s practice was confined in good part to 
traveling the circuit on horseback and 
resolving disputes over the ownership of

between frontier farms. But not so now 
with our spiraling population and lightning communication—four 
hours from bursting Los Angeles to bulging New York compared 
to four months from the Pueblo of the Angels to Father Knicker- 
bocker’s hamlet. This has multiplied the complexities of living, 
bringing with it myriad laws, rules and regulations. 

In the leisurely past lawyers no doubt were handy to have 
around on occasion. In the turbulent present the need for profes- 
sional counsel is constant and imperative to guide industry and 
individuals along the narrow and tortuous path threading lawful 
ground. Thus attorneys in active practice provide the skilled 
legal advice and avocacy without which organized society could 
not function in this giddy and swift age. 

In government, too, we play a stellar role. Barristers fill all 
the chairs of the judiciary, one, some think the most important, 
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of the three branches. Of the 33 United States Presidents, (count- 
ing Cleveland only once) 26, or 78.8%, had a legal background. 
In glancing at this percentage we may bear proudly in mind 
that our 270,000 membership constitutes only 16/100ths of 1% 
of the population of the United States. 

We are equally important to the third branch, the lawmaking 
side. Of the 98 senators (Hawaii has not sent her chaps over 
as yet) 61, or a sturdy 62.2%, come from our ranks. Across the 
way in the House of Representatives 230 out of the 436 tenants, 
or 52.7%, are members of the Bar. We slip a bit in Sacramento, 
with only 17 out of the 40 senators (42.5%) and down to an 
almost embarrassing 28.7% of the Assembly (23 of the 80). 
But the average is upgraded by 17 of the 32 California governors, 
tallying a tidy 53.1%. 

Industry, likewise, has drawn heavily from the legal reservoir. 
It is normal knowledge that countless top rung executives started 
out in the service of our Jealous Mistress. The president and 
three of the five regional vice presidents of The Prudential 
Insurance Company of America are former lawyers. The rank- 
ing officer of United States Steel Corporation was legally trained. 
Coming closer to home, the Presidents of Union Bank and Pacific 
Clay Products Company wear LLBs as do the president and three 
of the seven vice presidents of Western Air Lines, Inc. 

The scant but potent 16/100ths of 1% accounts for 7% of 
the names listed in Who’s Who in America and the one-time 
lawyer occupants of vital Federal offices, excluding the Bench 
and elective offices, tally a satisfactory 16.8%. 

Our contribution to communal welfare keeps in stride. Last 
year more than 18,000 lawyer hours were willingly and enthusi- 
astically devoted to committee work by members of the Los An- 
geles Bar Association, including the monumental accomplishments 
of the Committee on Corporations and the magnanimous tasks 
of the Committee on Federal Courts Criminal Indigent Defense— 
just to name two. If we could add to this figure the unrecorded 
but countless hours spent by individual advocates in giving free 
legal advice and guidance the total would be astronomical. 

No lawyer need ever blanch when he hears the sulphurous 
epithets occasionally sniped at our noble profession by the self- 
stultifiers. We have readily at hand an ample arsenal of trenchant 
facts and figures, should we choose to thrust back. 
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TAX REMINDER 


INCOME TAX TREATMENT OF LOSS 
By L. D. LAWRENCE* 


Most general practitioners are familiar with the federal income 
tax rule that a loss sustained on the sale of residential property 
is not deductible by a taxpayer where the property was acquired 
by him for use as his personal residence and was so used until 
sold. The reason for non-recognition of such loss is that it is 
considered that the loss has not been incurred in a trade or 
business or in a transaction entered into for profit. 


The corollary of this rule is that if residential property is con- 
verted to income-producing uses and is so used until the property 
is sold, a loss upon sale, or a portion of such loss, will be recog- 
nized and may be deducted. The principles establishing this treat- 
ment of converted residential property are based on the 1928 
U.S. Supreme Court decision Heiner v. Tindle, 276 U.S. 582, 
72 L.. Ed. 714. 


This rule and its corollary should be kept in mind when proper- 
ty that has served as a personal residence passes on a person’s 
death to his estate or to his heir, devisee or residuary beneficiary, 
and has been appraised at a figure in excess of what it subse- 
quently develops the property can not be sold for—either because 
of depreciation in value subsequent to death or because the ap- 
praiser’s optimistic valuation was not contested. 


The fact that the property is acquired by inheritance or devise 
is, by itself, neutral, and does not rule out the recognition and 
deductibility of a loss on a subsequent sale by the executor or 
ultimate beneficiary. Thus, when the owner of a personal resi- 
dence dies and the property is inherited or devised, it is not con- 
sidered as the personal residence of the heir or devisee, unless 
that person by his acts evidences an intention to make the property 
his own personal residence. In the absence of any such acts the 
devisee is deemed or presumed to have acquired and sold the 
residential property for purposes of profit. It is therefore im- 
portant for the attorney representing the estate to determine as 
soon as possible after death (and thus even before an appraisal) 
what the ultimate disposition of the decedent’s residence is to be.

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If it is to be sold, it will be easier to establish a deductible loss if 
the beneficiary or beneficiaries do not impair the neutral charac- 
ter of the residence by making. personal use of it.’ Once in- 
herited or devised property is used as a residence after death of 
the prior owner, it must actually be rented out for a substantial 
period of time prior to sale in order clearly to establish a de- 
ductible loss ; a mere attempt to rent is not enough. Wm. C. Horr- 
mann et ux., 17 T.C. 903 (1951). 

However, if no such personal use is made of the residence after 
death of the prior owner, but it is put up for sale or rent im- 
mediately (or within a reasonable period of time provided there 
is no evidence of an intention to keep the place indefinitely as a 
residence) and even sold before it is rented, then any loss will 
qualify as a deductible loss. N. Stuart Campbell et ux., 5 T.C. 
272 (1945) ; George W. Carnrick, 9 T.C. 756 (1947); Mary E. 
Crawford, 16 T.C. 678 (1951); Estelle G. Marx, 5 T.C. 173 
(3989) (an inherited yacht) : 1.T. 3776 (Cum. Bull. 1946-1, 65). 


‘And conversion of the property to income-producing uses will also not impair 
the capital gains treatment under Section 1231 of the 1954 Internal Revenue Code if 
it develops that the property is sold in excess of its appraised value. 
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If the loss on the sale is deductible, the second question is 
whether it is deductible as a capital loss and thus only within 
the capital loss limitations, or in full as an ordinary loss. Where 
the property can qualify either (1) as property held principally 
for sale to customers, or more realistically (2) as real or de- 
preciable business property held for more than six months, an 
ordinary loss deduction may be taken. The Tax Court has held 
that if the inherited real property is rented or is put up for sale 
or rent, it is thereby used in a trade or business even though not 
actually rented. In other words, the renting of a single property 
constitutes the use of property in a trade or business within the 
meaning of 1939 Code Section 117(j) (1954 Code Section 1231). 
Mary E. Crawford, 16 T.C. 678 (1951); N. Stuart Campbell, 5 
T.C. 272 (1945) ; Gilford, {52,049 P-H Memo T.C., aff'd Gilford 
v. Comm., 201 (2d) 735 (2 Cir. 1953). 

Accordingly, under the present law the sale of such property 
would result in a Section 1231 loss on the assumed facts and 
would therefore be treated as an ordinary loss in the usual 
situation. 


However, if the residential property is held only for sale it 
may not qualify as property used in a trade or business. Estate 
of Maria Assman, 16 T.C. 632 (1951); Beck, T.C. Memo 
(2/9/49), aff'd Beck v. Comm., 179 F. (2d) 688 (7 Cir. 1950). 

Although the above principles are well established as far as 
the Tax Court is concerned, there have been two recent conflicting 
decisions of other courts holding that the renting of a single 
property does not necessarily establish the requisite business use. 
Grier v. U.S., 120 F. Supp. 395 (D.C. Conn., 1954), aff'd per 
curiam 218 F. (2d) 603 (2 Cir. 1955); Bauer v. U.S., 168 F. 
Supp. 539 (Ct. Cls. 1958). 

The Treasury’s proposed regulations (§1.165-3(b)) specifically 
adopt a Grier-like rule. However, in a recent case where it was 
to a Commissioner’s advantage, he contended for the rule of the 
Hazard case, and the Tax Court, without mentioning either the 
Grier or Bauer decisions, reaffirmed its decision in the Hazard 
case. Irving R. Stratton et ux., 17 T.C.M. 1066 (1958). This 
decision has been appealed by the taxpayer to the Court of 
Appeals for the Ninth Circuit.

OPINION NO. 255 
(December 19, 1958) 

SoLicrTaTION BY ATTORNEYs. Use of Privately Printed Pamphlets. 
An Attorney May Not with Propriety Make Available in His 
Office Pamphlets Prepared and Printed by a Private Firm which 
Attempt to Disclose to the Average Person the Necessity for 
Hiring Attorneys, Specifying Particular Situations, and in Gen- 
eral Encouraging the Employment of Attorneys. 


An attorney has requested an Opinion on the question 
whether distribution by an attorney of a booklet or pamphlet 
printed by a private firm entitled “What Price Counsel,” for 
distribution by attorneys to their clients and those visiting their 
offices would constitute unethical conduct by the attorney. A 
copy of the pamphlet accompanied the request for an Opinion. 
It briefly and with illustrations attempted to describe the im- 
portance of retaining and employing attorneys to assist in 
connection with various types of problems which confront the 
average citizen, particularly in connection with probate work, 
suits for damages, and the like. Nowhere in the pamphlet is 
any reference made to any particular attorney or firm of at- 
torneys. 

The general rule against solicitation of employment through ad- 
vertising, direct or indirect, is stated in the opening sentence of 
Canon 27 of the Canons of Professional Ethics of the American Bar 
Association : 

“It is unprofessional to solicit professional employment by 
circulars, advertisements, through touters or by personal com- 
munications or interviews not warranted by personal rela- 
tions.” 

Section (a) of Rule 2 of the Rules of Professional Conduct of 
the State Bar of California sets forth the same rule as follows: 


“A member of the State Bar shall not solicit professional 
employment by advertisement or otherwise.” 
There are only three generally recognized exceptions to the rule 


against direct or indirect solicitation of professional employment : 


1. The customary use of a simple professional card is per- 
missible, but not the publication thereof'in newpapers or other 
periodicals. (See Canon 27.) 

2. An attorney engaged in a specialized legal service directly 
to other lawyers may insert in legal journals a dignified notice

3. Announcements of the opening or removal of law offices, 
the formation of partnerships, changes in firm personnel and 
the like, may be circulated in the usual and customary manner 
by mail or personal delivery but may not be published in news- 
papers or other periodicals. Repetition of such announcements 
is not permissible unless justified by further changes in cir- 
cumstances. 

Statements of these exceptions may also be found in Section (b) 
of Rule 2 of the Rules of Professional Conduct of our State Bar. 

The circular which has been referred to us is for the purpose of 
setting forth the proposition that persons who find themselves in 
need of a lawyer's services, but do not seek those services because 
they believe them to be too expensive, are foolhardy. The circular 
purports to point out by way of illustration the reasonableness of 
the fee arrangements generally entered into by attorneys for han- 
dling Probate, Criminal, Business, Torts and Domestic Relations 
matters. 

In the view of this Committee the chief reason for distribution 
of this circular or booklet would be the solicitation of additional 
employment for attorneys. Since it does not fall within any of the 
three exceptions set forth above, it is the Committee’s opinion that 
general distribution of the circular would be a clear breach of 
legal ethics. 

If an attorney placed these circulars in the reception room of his 
offices, with the intention that they should be available to such of 
his clients as might enter, this would still be improper, since they 
would also be available to many persons with whom the attorney 
had no established professional relations. 

If an attorney restricted his distribution of the circulars to mail- 
ing or personally delivering them only to his clients, this would 
raise the question whether it would be an indirect solicitation of 
employment “warranted by personal relations,” within the meaning 
of that phrase as it is used in Canon 27. 

It should be noted parenthetically that the phrase means pri- 
marily professional and not social relations. 

In the opinion of this Committee the solicitation of additional 


employment from persons with whom an attorney has previously 
established professional relations should be strictly limited to com- 


munications which have as their pirncipal purpose the submission 
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to the client of information which the client has an important inter- 
est in receiving, but which may necessarily also have the effect of 
indirectly soliciting new employment for the attorney. 

At page 254 of his book “Legal Ethics” (1953), Henry S. Drink- 
er discussed this problem as follows : 


“A lawyer may properly advise clients of new statutes and 
send them pertinent memoranda in reference to changes in the 
law, in a way that does not smack of advertising, but a per- 
sonal letter to the client is in better taste than a circular, it 
being improper to do this by a folder or confidential report 
analyzing government regulations. He may not send to a client 
a copy of the revenue laws or the reprint of a legal article 
with his name stamped on it ; and it is improper for a lawyer to 
distribute to his clients a pamphlet recommending that they 
submit their insurance policies to him for advice, as it is for 
him to write to them calling attention to a new service which 
his office offers; nor may he write generally to clients and 
friends communicating to them the necessity and advantages 
of will making. It is also indelicate for him to stamp his card 
on the reprint of a law article written by him, even though this 
be sent to lawyers only.” (Citations omitted. ) 

The circular or booklet in question is in our opinion comparable 
‘to the type of material which Drinker mentions as having been

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prohibited in the past. Even if a few of an attorney’s clients desired 
general information as to his fee arrangements for handling the 
various kinds of matters covered by the circular, the information 
should be conveyed by personal letter. 

Quite apart from advertising considerations, the publisher of 
this circulation should be advised that it contains several statements 
which would be unacceptable or inapplicable to many attorneys. 
This Committee believes that every attorney has an obligation to 
his brethren to refrain from disseminating apparently authoritative 
statements of general practices among lawyers, which might prove 
embarrassing to some lawyers who do not adopt those practices. 
An appropriate way to disseminate such information would be 
through pamphlets authorized by a recognized Bar Association. 
In any event, the name of an attorney or firm should not be placed 
cn the document. 

For the reasons discussed, it is the recommendation of this Com- 
mittee that you should advise the private print:ng firm that pre- 
pared the questioned pamphlet that they would be of no substantial 
value to attorneys having due regard for the ethics of the profession.

Texas is a big state, with a fat Bar Journal bulging with the 

activities of the state organization, of many county, regional and 
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local bar associations, and of individual practitioners. The follow- 
ing three items, summarized from the variegated offerings of a 
recent number, are typical of dozens of others. 


The State Bar of Texas has produced a booklet entitled “What 
To Do in Case of an Auto Accident.” The Cameron County Bar 
Association has given it widespread circulation within its bailiwick 
by having the county tax assessor-collector hand out a copy with 


each set of license plates. 


A Code for Physicians and Attorneys of Texas, designed as a 
guide in their interprofessional relationships, has been adopted 
jointly by the Board of Directors of the State Bar of Texas and 
the House of Delegates of the Texas Medical Association. 


Earle D. Garrison, of Seymour, Baylor County, Texas, in a let- 
ter to Texas Bar Journal, describes courtroom decorum, or lack 
of it, down where he practices, as follows: 

“T practice in one of those informal counties where all of 
us (and I am as guilty as any) have a tendency to become 
sloppy in our courtroom demeanor. . .. Too many of us... 
prop our feet on the desk, interrogate witnesses with cigars or 
cigarettes in our mouth, slouch in our chairs, remove our coats 
and generally demean ourselves as if [we] were in a political 
caucus rather than in a court of law... . 

“We have too many unauthorized persons wandering around 
back of the bar during trials, too many informal visitors and 
not enough decorum. . . .” 

He is ready to go all out in the other direction and suggests, 
among other things, that attorneys be robed. His letter continues : 

“.. . To those objecting, most of us would only need two 
robes, one summer, one winter. This would plainly show to 
the judge those who were entitled to be before the bar and 
would cut out the visitors. . . . To those who may object be- 
cause it is too formal or is imitative of the English, may I 
point out that many other states robe their judges, if not the 
lawyers. Why not robe them all, as attorneys are officers of 
the court? I believe that such would continually remind law- 
yers of their offices.”
